He began
by complimenting the house on the
moderation and absente of bitterness
with which the question had been dim-
cunmed, e “thesr " reforred (0 Me
Brace's suggestion which, he ocom-
plalned. was In many respects obrotre,
e sald if & wettloment was to be at-
tadned it must be on something more
definite, which would not merely post-
pona the dispute to the future and sOw
the seeds of further trouble, not only
i the mining but in every other in-

dustery

Reviewing the history of the dispute
the premier refteruted the desire of the |
govearnment to listen to
He contended that any settlement
ahould fnclude some inducement to in-
crease the output and lengthily criti-
cised Mr. Brace’s suggestions. He
argued that if at the end of the year
it was found the output had not been
inoreased and an attempt was madas to
withdraw the inorease in wWages thera
wonld be another striks,

The government was nol entitled to
Keep the country In suspense all that
time. The government sincerely de-
sired to find an issus to the dispute
and was prepared to examine any
scheme giving an increased output for
moreased remuneration

At the conclusion of the premie”s
spoech, o discussion ensued betwen Mr.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 10 — A
woman and a man killed Jacob C,
Denton, wealthy mining promoter,
June 2, last, after the woman had
been shot in the shoulder by Den-
ton as he sat with this woman at
breakfast, according 'to a story
Mrs. R. C, Peete of Denver, Cole,
told the deéputy district attorney
here today.

“Definite action is expected from
the Los Angeles county grand jury
Thursday when it resumes its in-
vestigation of Denton's death W,
C. Doran, chief deputy district at-
torney announced 'n a statement
tonight.

Mrs. Peete, formerily a tenant, or
housekeeper, in the Denton home,
where his body was found buried
in a cellar September 23, said the
woman she inveolves in Denton's

death, and the mining man quar-
reled throughout the night en June
1, according to the deputy prose-
cutors. While Denton and the
woman were seated at breakfast,
according to the version of Mrs.
Peete's story made public, he shot
the woman in the shoulder and
then left the house.

In Denton's absence, Mrs, Peete
said, the woman telephoned a man
who hurriedly came to the Denton
homes., Denton returned an hour
later, she said, and at about 5
o'clock that morning the woman
and man killed him, binding him
and hiding the body in the cellar
crypt, where it was later found.

No further details of the occcur-
ences alleged were made public nor
was the motive which caused the
purported quarrel betwean the
woman and Denton.

| NEW YOREK, Oct, 18.—Elihu Root,
in his only address on the league of
nations during the presidential cam-
palgn, tonight declared that the treaty
of peace with Germany would have
been ratified, and America would have
been a member of the league—il Presi-
dent Wilson “had been willing.

“Mr. Wilson, however, was not will-
ing. He insisted upon the treatly ab-
sohrtely unchanged,” Mr. Root said,
adding Jater on in his speech:

“I do not question Mr. Wilson's be-
llef that the disposition of the treaty
for which he was contending on May
81, 1919, was just and fair, but, with-
out disrespect, 1 do question Mr. Wil-
son's infallibility; I do question the
complete control of abstract justice in
the processes by which the four men
who dictated those treaties, which un-
dertook to make over eastern Europe,
reached their conclusions.

“l have an Impression that there
was the accommodation of conflicting
interests, the giving of something here
to get something there; the yielding of
some things in order to avoid losing
others, the shading of justice by ex-
pediency which has characterized such
conferences since history began. I have
a strong impression that some of their
conclusions were mistakes,

“And I think it most objectionable
that the American people shall enter
into a solemn and positive agreement
to guarantee and maintain by force
of arms for all time the dispositions
of territorv and soverelgnty which
these four men made in the year 1918

“Phat is a part of what Article 10
undertakes to do, It Is an alliance fo
enforce perpetunlly through the op-
arations of the league the decisions of
Mr. Wilson and his assoclates in the
vear 1919, It is a throw-back to the
old discredited alllances of the past Tt
speaks a language of power, and not
the epirit of progress. It is an attampt
to do what the holy alllance sought
100 years ago (with just as noble ex-
pressions of purpose) to impose by
force the judgment of the rulers of the
present generation upon all future gen-
erations.™

Wants World Peace

Mr. Root declared that “we shall
promote the peace of the world™ by
electing Senator Harding, Republiean
candidate for president, whose stand
on the Jeague, he said, was unchanged
from the time he voted for ratification
of the neace treaty and league of na-
tlons with the senate reservations. The
election of Governor Cox. Democratic
presidentinl nominee, he sajd, meant
the effort to have the United States
{foin the league of nations without
shange as it was brought back from
Europe by President Wilgon.

After restating the gituation of the
league, Mr. Root declared that it was
well understood in 1919, and "is welil
understood now, that the other parties
to the treaty would have been content
to accept” the senate reservations
adding:

“Fifth, that the working of the plan
under the covenant was nol so0 Ar-
ranged &s to articulate with the con-
stitutional government of the United
States; that under it the president
alone could practically carry on the
entire forelgn affairs of the United
States by agents of his own selection
to the practical exclusion of the pop-
ular branch of our government."”

Mr. Wilson in “being unwilling to
accept reservations” to the peace
treaty and league of naitons, has left
us “practically where we stand today,”
Mr. Root said.

Cox Follows Wilson

“Mr. Cox declares,” ,he continued,
“that he will Insist upon the treaty
just as Mr. Wilson negotiated it, and
upon that understanding Mr. Wilson
is supporting Mr. Cox for the presi-
dency. The Democratic platform says
substantiaily the same thing.

“On the other hand, Ar. Harding,
who voted for the ratification ot the
treaty with the senate reservations,
declares that he would do It agaln
under the same clrcumstances.”
